The reply to Von Lersner’s Note has been drafted and will be 
approved by the Council of Ambassadors this evening. It is under- 
_stood thet the Brit-sh Charge d’Affaires in Berlin will be instructed 
to present the Note and list direct to the German Government. 
“While the best informed people consider that Von Lersner’s action 
is entirely personal, it appears highly probably that Von Lersner, 
- prior to the teceipt of the Allied demand, consulted Berlin as regards 
the attitude he should adopt. Some French circles are of the 
opinion that Germany is making the question a test of strength and 
grave importance is attached to the incident.

LENIN AND TROTSKY ON A NEW POLICY. 


Archangel, February 7. ~ 
Nh extraordinary change of attitude is reflected in the speeches 
of Lenin and Trotsky which are stated to have been delivered at 
a Soviet Conference at Moscow on’ national economy and‘ are 
published in an official statement here. ‘ . \ 
"Lenin emphasised the necessity of substitutics autocratic for 
associated power in the organisation of the Government and in- 
dustry, as already carried out in the Army. vHe described this as an 
evolutionary Measure and said success lay in autocracy of Com- 
munist leaders and in Communist domination of the people. ~ 
Trotsky said the only means of strengthening the Soviet’s pawer, 
was to assemble the workmen at the factories and send them trom 
place tc place on the Government's instructions, the peasants to, be 
turned into Labour Corps under militaro discipliny. The armies 
would requisition the peasants’ meat, wheat and fish in order to 
assure the labourerr of work. . _ 


THE BOMBAY COTTON STRIKE.

4 MILITARY PICKET STONED. 


Bombay, January 27. | 

The mill strike has entered a new and more sinister phase. 
There ia evidence that the bulk of the operatives would gladly: ac- 
cept the liberal conditions promised by the millowners at the solic- 
itation of the Governor, but when work was resumed at seven mills 
this morning gangs of rowdies terrorised the men into leaving. They 
stoned a military picket, compelling it to fire, ane striker being in- 
jured.. The result is that the whole industry is still idle and as 
there is no likelihood of the milliowners altering the terms, possibly 
the strike will be protracted.” 


Paris, February 4. 
Newspapers state that, the draft new Allied Note to Holland 
with regard tothe extradition of the ex-Kaiser is energetic, and 
refutes all Holland’s arguments as regards procedure and legal 
formulae. It requests Holland to reconsider her. decision’ and 
hopes that Hollandewill not shoulder the responsibility longer, thus 
hindering the course of Justice. ,

Capt. Taylour:—Did you see 
anything on the bridge which is 
not generally there 2—I did not 
see anything unusual. 


Mr. J.T. Laing, a Hainan 
Straits pilot, said he had been’ 
a pilot for nine years 
in the ‘Straits and Gulf 
of Tongking. He was. on the 
bridge of the vessel on the night 
in question. After. the course 
was set from Pakhoi, he did not 
go on the bridge. The course 
that was being steered ‘was S. W, 
62. He considered” that a very 
prudent course to steer. He had 
had experience the 
tides in these waters. 
Between$ and 2 that night 
he would» expect the usual 
tides.

at rates which the Hongkong 
merchant cannot compete with. 
London buyers are therefore, nat 
willing to pay more for unrefined 
lard. Owing to the uncertainty 
of deliveries, import merchants 
aré in a predicament. Local 
stocks are.well held. Mercantile, 
houses in Hongkong are dooking 
orders without a definite promise 
as to date of delivery and at 
prices ruling at time of shipment, 
as manufacturers at Home are 
refusing to take orders in many 
lines unless the customer is will- 
ing.to consent to shipment at an 
indefinite time, What is really 
making for dearer money at pre- 
sent is the fact that considerable 
sums are locked up in cargoes. 
For instance, in tin alone the 
Chinese merchants have invested 
ten million dollars.

The Hongkong Government 
recently passed orders that dyes 
may not be imported from enemy 
countries, This is protection of 
anew type. The great success 
which German dyes scored in the 
Dutch East Indian market was 
due not so much to unusual 
qualities in the dyes as to the 
fact that qualified German 
chemists who spoke the native 
languages were constantly em- 
ployed as salesmen. These -ex- 
perts gave instructions in the 
best methods and where any 
doubt -existed they. cheerfully 
bought at full market price 
textiles that had been treated 
with their dyes.

Money, is consequently 
very tight. the Chinese banks 
calling, in all their loans add the 
Chinese merchants being over- 
anxiaus to dispose of thefr 
stocks even at rates lawer than 
the ruling quotations. As much 
as ‘35 per cent. is being 
offered as interest for temporary 
accomodations. The last settle. 
ment on the Jocal Stock Exchange 
was a good pointer to the state-of 
the financial market. Although 
the settlement was a small one 
and nothing compared to that of 
December, it was a most dificult 
one to’ negotiate, as the Chinese 
banke, who bave all along fed the 
gamble in shares, were not’ dis- 
posed to give avythiug on shares.

GOVERNMENT-BUILT ' VESSELS & 
THEIR DISPOSAL. 

In a Parliamentary question, 
Capt. Wedgwood Benn recently 
asked'the Parliamentary Secret- 
ary to the Shipping Controller 
how many ships, other than 
warships, were built by a Govern- 
ment during the War; how many 
had been disposed of to foreign 
Powers; and whetherin disposing 
of them, any provision was’ made 
for the employment of the masters 
and officers and men formerly 
engaged-in the vessels. Colonel 
Leslie Wilson, in reply, wrote: The 
number of standard: ships com- 
pleted or completing to the 
account of the Shipping control- 
ler is 422. One hundred and 
thirty eight have been delivered 
to foreign purchasers. As re- 
gards the last part of the ques- 


tion. itis not possible to make} 


arrangements for the continued 
employment of officers and men 
previously engaged on these 
vessels, but every assistance 
possible js given to' unemployed 
mastets and officers by the Ree 
settlement Branch of this Minis- 
iry by the help of which a large 
number of such officers have 
found employment. 
BOYS FOR THE SEA. 

Sir Owen Phillips recently ask- 
ed the Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Shipping. Controller What 
number of youths were under, 
training at the"Gravesend Sea 
School during the year September, 
1918, to September, 1919, and sub- 
sequently, respectivély; and what 
was the length of the training 
undergone by them—es., how 
many were trained for six weeks 
and how many for eight 
weeks. Colonel Leslie Wilson, 
in his reply, wrote:—One 
thousand and forty youths were 
trained, or were ‘in the course 
of training at the | Graves- 
end Sea School during the year 
September, 1918; to September, 
1919, and 100 youths were with. 
drawn or dismissed during the 
the course of training in addition 
to that number, owing to their 
having been found unsatisfactory. 
The length of training undergone 
by those intending to become 
sailors was on the average over 
11 weeks. Seven ‘hundred and 
thirty-eight were well over eight 
weeks, 178 were over ‘three 
months and 121 youths, in train- 
ing as toal trimmers and’ ste- 
wards, were only six weeks in 
the school.’ Since September, 
1919, 150 youths have Zone to 
sea, whose average training was 
15 weeks, and 190 are at present 
under training. 

EMPRESS OF IRELAND CASE. 

The sinking of th Etnpress of 
Ireland in a collision in the River 
St: Lawrence on May 29th, 1914, 
with great loss of life, was recalled 
in an appeal recantly before the 
Judicial Committee 
Council.
